Dr. Raymond L. Birdwhistell, who single-handedly carved out 
a new behavioral science, will speak at the University this 
Thursday afternoon. Dr. Birdwhistell is best known for his 
development of the study of kinesics, which he describes as

communication", where a shrug is worth a thousand words. 

He is a social anthropologist at Temple University, 
Philadelphia, and senior research fellow at the Eastern 
Pennsylvania Psychiatric .Institute. His lecture, on "the 
natural environment of words", will be given in room 112 of 
the Cornett Building at 3:00 p.m. 


A lecture on the nature of intelligence will be given here 
August 23 by one of North America's most renowned psycholo¬ 
gists.
